have had no accounts from La Cuayra, but we 
are afraid, from the opennes» of the roadsted, 
that unpleasant intelligence of disaster» occa-

that quarter. 


Tbe brig Eendragt, Viseer, 80 day» from 
Amsterdam, In attenipt'og lo enter the harbour, 
without a pilot, during the northerly breezes 
that prevailed on Saturday evening, got ashore 
on the reef, close lo the battery, where she now 
lies. 
A part of the cargo has been saved, but 


much of it is in a damaged state, and ii i, fear- 
ed the remainder will be totally lost.

By the Henrietta, Akkerman, which arrived 


gn Monday, 16 day» from New York, we recei- 
ved paper» to the 4th inst. 


The brig Fame, Boss, 23 day» from this is- 
land, arrived at New York on the 30th Novem- 
ber. 
In the Mona Passage the "»"» hoarded by 
au (armed schooner, and detained about three 
hour», overhauling for money ; several letters 
were broken open. 


The brig Hippomene», Bourne, also from this 
island, arrived at New York on tbe 3d inst. 


Lieutenant Allen, comm*nding the United 
Stales schooner Alligator, was killed about the 
Ulh November, in an attack with the boat» of 
his vessel, on three piratical schooner» in the 
channel of ihe Malanzas. 
He was pierced with 


two musket ball», one in the head, and the o- 
ther iv Ihe breast, whilst in the ad of encour- 
aging his men to do their duty, which they gal 
lantly performed ; and altera short contestthe 
pirate» abandoned their principal vessel, and 
swam to the shore, a fine schooner of 80 ton», 
with an IS pr. on a pivot, and 4 smaller guns, 
which the victors carried into Maianzas. 
The 
iwoother vessels escaped by making use oftheir 
oars, the wind being light. 
Two seamen of 
the Alligator were killed, twa mortally wound- 
ed, and three severely. 
Several of the pirates 


fell in tbe action, and other» were drowned in 
ondeavonriog to escape. 
The pirate had the 
bloodyflag nailed to the mast. 
Five American 
vessel», in possession of tbe pirates, were reta- 
ken, and carried also into Matanza» ; a part of 
their cargoes had been previously landed, and 
sold. Lieut. Allen was baried at Malanzas with 
the donors of war. 


A Columbian schooner, of one pivot gun, 


capt. Brotherton, and 50 men, was lately cap- 
tured in the Bay of Mexico, by a Spanish brig 
of 14 guns, through stratagem. 
The crew are 


principally Americans,and were in solitary con- 
finement in the Havana. 


Hi» Britannic Majesty's ship Sybille, captain 


Rowley, arrived hereon Monday afternoon.from 
Jamaica. 
Whilst under sail, passing up the 


harbour into the Lagoon, the Sybille fired a sa- 
lute, which was reciprocated by the artillery 
company. 


The Sybille, we onderstand, proceed» from 


this to Maracaybo, for the purpose of claiming 
the British property which fell into the hands 
of gcnersl Morales when he took possession of 
that place.

OCCUPATION OF THE PROVINCE OF 


COROBY GENERAL MORALES. 


Extract of a letterfrom general Morales, to the 


Spanish Emigrants in this island, dated Su 
sarida, December 13, 1822. 
" Wishing to free the province af Coro from 


the yoke of Columbia ; and knowing tbat the 
Cure Torrelles was at the head of two battalion», 
consisting of 1000 infantry, and a few cavalry, I 
marched from iVlaracaybj on the 25th Novem- 
ber, with 800 infantry, and a detachment of ca 
valry, which I considered to be a sufficientforce 
for lhat purpose. 
1 defeated his advanced post» 


in Caticure—occupied Coro on the '2d 
inst. 


without firing a shot, in consequenceofthe preci- 
pitate and shameful slight of the enemy. 
I fol- 


lowed in persuit of them, and destroyed an ad- 
vanced post of 50 men at Qnebrad* de Cuba.— 
At 1 1 o'clock in the morning of the sth I came 
up with the enemy at Savsna Redunds, 
and 


found them occupying a siroag position, support- 
ed by three reaoabts, wilh artillery mounted on 
them, which had been lately thrown up; they 
were charged and 
immediately overthrown, 


notwithstanding an obstinate lesistsnce, on their 


tpart, and obliged to fly foe safety to their re- 
doubts. 
At 
12 o'clock the same night, I ad- 
vanced upon Ihe strongest and most elevated 
of the redoubts, which the Cura Torrelles had 
shamefully abandoned, 
leaving bekind 
every 
thing it contained. 
1 ordered ihe guns, which 


were left charged, to be fired, and with only 6 
jmen proceeded in person to summon the other 
jtwo redoobts to surrender, which were imme- 
diately given up al discretion, and were found 
lo contain 64 men, and 4 officer», of the batta- 
lion Orinoco. 
At one o'clock in the morning 


of the 6th our success wa» complete, and the re- 
sult has been the destruction and despersion of 
two Columbian battalions, ihe occupation ofthe 
whole province of Coro, 150 deserter» with their 
arms to our standard, a greater number killed 
and taken prisoner», 200 muskets, a quantity of 
lances, several pieces of artillery wilh their am- 
munitien, 13 cargoes of ball cartridge, horses, 
mules, a stand of colours, drums, and many o- 
ther articles belonging to the two battalions.— 
Never ha» such a panic and dispersion been wit- 
nessed, to which I attribute the small loss sus- 
tained on our side. 
1 have set at liberty two 
Columbian officer»,* that they may return to 
the province of Caracas by way of Curasao, and 
give an account of the shameful manner in 
which they were abandoned by their leader Tor 
relies. 
My forces have been considerably aug- 
mented by desertersfrom theenemy, and stragg- 
lers, who daily present themselves." 


General Morales in his letter adds, that he 
was at ihe time of writing on hi» return to Ma- 
racaybo, having left a sufficient farce to main 
tain tranquillity in the province of Coro. 
It is 


supposed Id be the intention of the general to 
proceed 
immediately, with all his disposable 
force, to commence operations on the province 
of Caracas. 


Shortly after the receipt of the above intelli- 


gence H. C. M. brig Hercules fired a salute " 
and, together with the schooner Constitution 
was handsomely decorated with flags'in cele- 
bration of the event.

TRANSLATION. 


MR. EDITOR^ 


The decree issued by general Morales at Ma- 
racaybo, has givenrite to a diplomatic warfare, 
carried on through the medium ofyour Gazette ; 
this campaign, as long as it ia directed by men 
of enlightened view» and with becoming mode- 
ration and dignity, far from affecting our phy- 
sical existence, expand» the bounds of literary 
knowledge in «tale-affairs, not within the com- 
mon reach of all ;but if deviating from ihese sa- 
cred principle», they should brandish the wea- 
pon» of animosity and hatred, substituting op- 
probnous rant for sound logic, the gashes inflict- 
ed on honor, would be a hundred time» more 
fatal and deleterious than those ofsteel and lead, 
and the consequencesthereof highly derogatory 
to the national decorum:— this conflmt is nor, 
one of ihete io which the superioiity of force», 
craftiness and military sagacity, ensure succes» ; 
nay, reason and justice alone decide the victory ; 
and llie impartial public seal it wilh their ver- 
dict. 


To the public jury, therefore, the following 
criticism is directed, who will best jud«;e of ia« 
sinister rneon» 
adopted by the Spaniard* to 
elude a thorough explanation of the nefarious 
matter in question ; we are nol the ofi'.p-ings i f 
Iberia ; and how happy thai we are not ; for ihe 
war which she i» carrying on against COLUM- 
BIA is rather desperate, in a» much, ihai ihe 
hrtl European powers have already acknowledg- 
ed tbe tri-coloied flag ; neiiher are we citizen, cf 
the United States, and we are sorry indeed in 
say so, because their country ha» been the north 
of civilization and happiness in the new world,

Spence, on the an»et,aver, that general Mora- 
les''decree is tnokl bloody and despotic against 
foreigners; bow fur a good answer:—" these 
foreigners," Mr. Espsdasay», "sre a horde of re- 
- dictionaries and disturbers of public peace, w!io 
assail and plunder Spaniards by tlis most atro- 
cious piracy, and whose 
head qnaitera tit at 


'aitimore and New York," although wo never

nocent blood unnecessarily, *ci|uire» not lh«

ly atk ; what mercy hat been displayed on the

dan king Robediilu " in America during ihe last

Respecting the blockade, c»pt. S. observes, 
that it has never been enforced agreeable to the

force some of her rebellious provinces to tub- 
misaioo. 
Strange infatuation ! the ssrae might 


then be applied in favor of th* Saracen», whose 
J'eke Spain «hook off after a tlavery of 800 
years ; whose right of dominion w«» established 
on principle» morn solid than that of Spain over 
South America, scarcely commenced 3 centu- 
ries ago ;wbat take 1»place now in COLUMBIA, 
is nothing but the repetition of the tame politi- 
cal events ; but so ignorant are the Spaniaids, 
that they do nat look upon ihe U. S. as a nation, 
because she is a republic ; and biassed by this 
same principle, will not acknowledge Sauth A- 
merioa as one;hew tlrsnge, haw passing strange, 
to hear Spaniard» talk of political measures I !

The encomiums heaped on Mr. Espada by the 
author of ibe note, are as puerile as they are in- 
significant, and hi» threat» like thé barking of 
dogs st the moon, which can neither affect her 
motion, nor obscure her splendor.
